HOUSTON, Tex. 
(AP)—To the 


distinction of being the last sui- 
vivor of the Confederate army, 
116-year-old Walter Williams has 
added still another. 


Now he holds higher ra,nk than 


uny ever achieved by his com- 
rades at arms. 


In a weekend csremony-at his 


bedside, a group calling itself the 
Confederate High Command pre- 
sented the old soldier aiir/honor- 
ary commission a1' a five-star gen- 
eral — a rank which didn't exist 
in Civil War days.
